Albert J. Thrower of Dexter, Mo., was 
struck on the mouth with a ‘“‘billy’’ in the 
hands of a footpad at 1:30 o'clock Tues- 
day morning, and when the blow felled 
him he was robbed of $4.50 and three rail- 
road passes.

Tt was about 1:30 o'clock when he left 
an Olive street car at Eighteenth street to 
south to the Union Staticn, where 
he intended boarding the fast mall train 
for his nome Ectween Market and Chest- 
nut streets he was approached by two men 
who came from an alley. One of them said: 
“Where are you going?’ and the other, 
without waiting a reply, struck Thrower a 
vicious blow directly on the mouth with a 
bludgeon. The visiting editor went down 
on the pavement, bleeding freely from a 
deep cut in his lips. .The highwayman 
quickly searched his outer pockets 
found $4.8 and three passes over railroad 
lines. These they took and disappeared in 
the alley from which they had come. 
Thrower reported the robbery to the po- 
lice, who are now endeavoring to locate the 
men from the description given by their 
victim.

Fish had fallen on a stone or pavement and 
been injured, the skull wculd probably have 
been fractured. The coroner said that a 
knockout blow uaually caused paralysis or 

oncussion of the brain. The rom of Mr. 

sh's right eye was dilated while the left 
Was contracted and that, the coroner sald, 
was a sy mptom of paralysis of the brain.

otherwise, for the safe keeping and prompt 
SArment of the public money deposited 
with them.’’ 

Under this authority it has always been 
held by former secretaries that only one 
kind of security could be accepted, namely, 
guvernment bonds. 

Owing to the pigh price of these bonds 
the banks have not been able to increase 
their sovernmment holdings, because it did 
net pay them to purchase bonds and pay 
the high premium. 

As Secretary Shaw construes the provis- 
fon, the “deposit of United States bonds, 
and otherwise,”’ it ia eald. he is not re- 
stricted to government bonds 

it has often been suggested that state 
and municipal bonds be used as a haeis 
‘f security, but it has never béen done.

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Remains of the Former Millionaire 
Merchant Arrived at Union Sta- 
tion This Morning Accom- 
panied by Members 
of Family. 


The body of Joseph Specht, the former 
millionaire clothing merchant of St. Louis, 
arrived at Union Station this morring. Mr. 
Specht died at his home, Gunston Hall, 
Va., last Thursday. 

The remains were accompanied by mem- 
bers of the family. The funeral will be 
held Wednesday at the residence of his 
brother-in-law, E. V. P. Ritter. 

Mr. Ritter returned from Gunston Hall 
last night to make arrangements for the 
services. 

Mr. Specht was born in St. Louis in 1851. 

He started in business in this city many 
years ago in an old building on Franklin 
avenue, between Seventh and Eighth 
streets, with a partner of the name of 
Motte. This business outgrew the bullding 
eceupled by the firm. 

Later, Mr. Specht leased ground and 
erected the building used for a long time 
by the Famous Shoe and Clothing Co. at 
Broadway and Morgan streets. This struc- 
ture burned, and another was erected and 
leased to D. May & Co.. 

Mr. Specht continued in active business 
in St. Louis until 1890, being president of 
the Famous Shoe & Clothing Co. up to 
that time. He then relinquished contro! 
to Mr. E. V. P. Ritter of the Nichols-Rft 
ter Real Estate Co., who ig a brothe:-in- 
law and resides at 3818 West Pine bou.e- 


vard. 

He also turned over the management of 
his other St. Lou.s interests to Mr. Ritter, 
and tn 1891 removed to Gunston Hal', Va., 

urchasing valuable property loca ed nea 
Mount Vernon. 

While at the head of the Famous Shoe 
& Cioth Co. Mr. Specht was als» inter- 
ested in the Union Ma:iket, be ng one of t e 
founders of that Institution... s m ther 
Mra. Elia Specht, who ¢ 8 years o 4, re- 
sides in Bt. Louls, on Russell avenue, and 
since removing to Virginia he has returned 
each year to pay her a visit. 

About seven years ago Mr. Specht and his 
wife became estrang the teach

St. Louis Girl Attempted Sui- 
cide in Chicago Park. 


HAD INHALED CHLOROFORM 


BOUGHT THE DRUG WITH HER 
LAST MONEY. 


Hattie Basha’s Mother Had Used th: 
Same Drug With Fatal Effect— 
Her Father a Waiter in a 
St. Louis Restaurant. 


Fate drove Hattie Basha of St. Louis to 
Chicago, where she sought death last week 
in the same marner that her mother found 
it 16 years ago. 

The Chicago police ‘wired that they 
found the l17-year-old St. Louis girl un- 
conscious in Lincoln Park and asked the 
Bt. Louis authorities to notify her father. 
The girl had inhaled chloroform. 

The girl had gone to the park from her 
rooming house on Dearborn avenue, a few 
doors fron another rooming house on North 
State street, where, when Hattie was 1 
year old, her mother, also Hattie Basha, 
had lived and whence she departed to take 
poison in an alley, where the police found 
her body. 

The motive in both instances was the 
same—unhappiness at home. 

Warren Basha, father of the girl now 
lying upon a hospital bed in Chicago and 
husband of the woman who sleeps in a 
graveyard in the same great city, now lives 
in St. Louis, where he works as a restaur- 
ant waiter. Years ago he owned a delicat- 
essen store in Chicago. 

Basha is married now, to another wom- 
an, Hattie’s stepmother. The girl and her 
stepmother disagreed, and Hattie left 
home. 

In Chicago Basha had a wife who eloped 
with him, leaving a happy home and cul- 
tured parents. She had been reared in 
luxury and refinement. She wedded the 
man of her choice and shared his fortunes. 

The Chicago police say that Mrs. Basha 
was deserted. When her little store of 
money ran out she sought employment, but, 
being unused to business life, she failed. 

Then she used the last few pennies she 
had in purchasing poison, which ended her 
broken life. 

LOST HER POSITION. 

Basha married again and took little Hat- 
tie to live with his second wife. The fam- 
ily came to St. Louis. Hattie inherited 
from her mother a talent for music. She 
became a proficient pianist and was coin- 
petent to teach music. 

When, a few months ago, her relations 
with her stepmother became urbearable— 
s0 g@he tells her story—she went tio Chi- 
eago. Her manner was refined, her talk 
was bright, but she could find no employ- 
ment either as music teacner or yovern-

took a place as shopgirl in a big depart- 
ment store. Karning a miserable few dol- 
lars a week, she managed to exist in a 
cheap rooming house.

BOUGHT POISON WITH LAST CENT 
Again she sought employment, but this 
time not even a place in a store was open 
to her. One day last week she returued 
to the Dearborn street lodging house and 
found that her roomrent was due, 
Hattie Basha had 13 cents. 
That would buy qne more meal 
cheap restaurant. 
And it would buy poison.

After the meal hunger would come again. 


After the poison? 

Thus the girl reasoned, and in her des- 
perate piight she bought the poison. It 
was chloroform. She walked up to Lin- 
eoln Fark. Under a tree she lay down 
upon the xrass. Saturating her pocket 
handkerchief with the chloroform she 
pressed it against her mouth and nostrils 


and inhaled the deadly fumes. 
There the park police force found her. 
The pcelice authorities noted her unusual! 
names, Basha, and one old sergeant began 


to remember. 

MOTHER’S SUICIDE RECALLED. 

“There was a girl about this age, a 
married woman,’ said the veteran ser- 
geant, “about the time this girl must have 
been a baby. who killed herself with pol- 
s0u in an alley, and she lived on North 
State strect, a etone’s throw from where 
this girl says she lives, and her name was 
Basha--yes, here it is on the records, Hat- 
tio Basha, same as this girl's.” 

The police records showed that the for- 
mer Hattie Basha was the mother of this 
one. her husband being Warren Basha, 
waiter and one-time storekeeper.

New York Party Leaders 
Want a Halt Called. 


TO FIGHT ON THE PLATFORM 


PLANK HAS BEEN CUT FOR THE

Party Organ Says Movement Is Based 
on the General Feeling That 
Many Unworthy Persons 
Are Beneficiaries.

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—The Sun, which 
ig one of the most partisan Hepubl.can or- 
éans supporting President Roosevelt, to- 
day says that the Republican party of ihe 
State of New York is to take the initiative 
steps this year towards reguiating the pen- 
B810n question.

the civil war of thirty-five years ago have 
been beneficiaries of the American govern- 
ment. 

“No Republican and no Democratic Pres- 
ident, it was said yesterday, has founa it 
couvenient to look exnaus.ively into this 
matter, but President Kooseveit h.mself is 
@ soldier, and nis triends have uiscussed 
this pension question, and, of course, trom 
year to year there has been a great ceal 
of talk about up pension agents of Wasa- 
ington.

Rev. Dr. W. B. Palmore, editor of the St. 
Louis Christian Advocate, who has crossed 
the Atlantic 11 times, visited every country 
on the globe except Australia, has just re- 
turned from a trip to Alaska, completing 
a 13,000-mile journey in 6 days. 

It was partly in the interest of the New 
Century Knights, a new organization 
formed by Dr. Palmore for the betterment 
of the youths of the country, and a desire 
to explore unfamiliar paths, that prompted 
him to make the long journey to the land 
of gold. 

On July 1 last he departed from 8t. Louls 
and five days later sailed from Seattle, 
Wash., on the steamer Topeka for skag- 
uay, 1000 miles up the coast of British Co- 
lumbia and Alaska. One of the most won- 
derful pomts visited by Dr. Palmore in his 
eatimation, was Kasson, Alaska, a landing 
about half way between Skaguay and Se- 
attle. Here he enjoyed some great sport 
in fishing with rope iines in water 50 feet 
deep and, besides numerous small fish, 
hauled out, with the assistance of native 
Indians, a 200-pound hal.but. In discussing 
this experience, Dr. Palmore said to a Post- 
Dispateh reporter: 

It is a marvelous thing to behold the 
wealth of th.s great country in timber, coal, 
minerals and fish, considering the fact that 
the whole immense territory was purchased 
in 1860 by the United States for $7,200,000. 

“From this pilace,’’ continued Dr. Pal- 
more, ‘‘I proceeded to Juneau, where I ex- 

lored the most wonderful glaciers in the 
Vestern Hemisphere, and in my opinion 
greater than any of the far-famed glaciers 


RAILROAD BUILDING. 

When he left St. Louls Dr. Palmore did 
not expect to go farther north than the 
glacier region, but when he _ reached 
Skaguay he found that it was no longer 
necessary to traverse the terribie and much. 
jreaded Chilcoot Pass to reach Dawson 
and the gold flelds, as a new railroad, 120 
miles long, had just been completed from 
Skaguay over the White Horse rapids to 
a boat connection with the Upper Yukon. 

“By the way,” said Dr. Palmore, “this 
railroad, which is the only one in all of the 
Pukon territory and Alaska, aside from 
the Wild Goose road, 14 miles in length, 
running from Nome City to the Anvil Creek 
gold dinnings, has a distinct monopoly and 
oes not fail to take the most grasping ad- 
vantage of the situation. The passenger fare 
f.om oxaguay co Wao.te Horse Is about $40 
and freight rates are preperssonncey high. 
Construction work will soon begin on a 
railroad which nas been surveyed from 
Valdez, on the Gulf of Alaska, to Eagle 
City, on the Upper Yukon, our port of en- 
try to Canadian possess.ons. This road wi | 
be between three and four hundred miles in 
length and will be the means of mategvally 
reducing the cost of living In the country 
adjacent to Dawson and also the cost of 
transportation thereto. This will also make 
it possible to reach the interior of Alaska 
and Yukon territory at any time of the 
year, whereas the Yukon river is only nav- 
igable from about the first of June to Se 
tember. It its always possible for vessels 
to touch at Valdez; it never freezes suf- 
ficient te stap traffic on account of the 
warm ocean current from Japan.”’

Dr. Palmore took passage on a steamer 
down the river 2000 miles to the island of 
St. Michaels and Cape Nome. Speaking of 
St. Michaels the doctor related a fact that 
is not generally known in regard to the 
formation of the island.

“The island of St. Michaels, which con- 
tains the principal shipping port on the 
upper Alaskan coast of the Bering sea, is 
iargely _a glacier, being covered only by 
avout 18 inches of earth.

When the dishon- 
est tnoney gluttons—-these financial vam- 
pires with no sense of duty save self-inter- 
est—approach legislators with their dam- 
nable schemes ‘men of strong characters 
and undoubted honesty are necded to 
promptly deliver the bribe givers into the 
hands of the officers of the law. 

Most men are honest under ordinary cli- 
cumstances. Some men are dishonest only 
under certain conditions. What is needed 
are men who are honest under all circum- 
stances and conditions. Eetrayal of a pub- 
lic trust is a crime that deserves summa"y 
severe punishment, but what the people de- 
sire and »eed most of all are men in of- 
fice of such worth that an attempt to 
bribe them will be a passport to the peni- 
tentiary for the bribe giver.
